If the show was completed by then, they sure 
acted fast because they iiicludo an. uncivil ted bit if film from my 12/11 press con- 
ference, They also failed to not that whex 1 © they claim to have received information 
under FOIA is won in duplication of my much earlier action and after I filed suit. 

In short, there is an e ormou3 difference betweon being interviewed about what 
some exccutivo(s) of CBS want discussed and being able to present a different, re- 
sponsible view. However, horc I think we may well be better six of charging 
plagiarism. Or combining them. It is my (non-lawyer 1 o) understanding than on something 
like this the minimum for which suit can bo filed i a the comacrical valuo of the 
entire show. Unlesrf on can show further damages. 

Now on Bolin, no did not just come out for a new investigation. They have not in 
ages presented any view on the tfCother than that it was right. Bor did he do* it spon- 
taneously. And CBS did know long enough be- ore airing him of much, including that the 

same week he'd held a different view. In s ort, CBS refusod to ask him *hafc c/utnged 
his mind so fast - and that was new3 and was relevant • He said the itepor'. was right. 

His reasons were other than this. I phoned CBS Sunday morning before the **ace the * ation 
people were there, got a calx-back and was told Ceorga Ho man would be told in advance 
of the questioning. 

But that fact tliat in their opinion Belin was newsworthy does not relievo thnir 
obligation to prss^nt either their description, a "contrasting" view, or ours, one of 
the other responsible ones.
